Juan  Williams 
to  deliver 
address  at  FSC 

Juan  Williams,  one  of  America's  lead- 
ing political  writers  and  thinkers,  will  speak  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  on  April  30,  at  8pm 
in  the  Hammond  Building  lounge. 

The  event,  sponsored  by  the  Student 
Government  Association,  is  part  of  President 
Clinton's  "One  America,"  a  nationwide  race 
initiative.  The  public  is  welcome  to  attend 
free  of  charge. 

Currently  a  national  correspondent  for 
The  Washington  Post  covering  political  and 
social  issues,  Williams  has  also  served  as  a 
White  House  correspondent  and  an  editorial 
writer  during  his  18  years  with  the  Post. 

Williams  is  author  of  the  nonfiction  best- 
seller Eyes  on  the  Prize:  America's  Civil 
Rights  Years,  1954-1965,  companion  volume 
to  the  Pulitzer-prize  winning  PBS  series.  He 
is  currently  writing  another  book,  a  biography 
of  Supreme  Court  Justice  Thurgood 
Marshall.  Justice  Marshall  granted  Williams 
a  series  of  interviews  over  a  six-month  peri- 
od just  before  his  celebrated  retirement  from 
the  high  court.  Williams  is  also  a  script  writer, 
having  penned  numerous  documentaries  on 
health  care,  civil  rights  and  prominent  Black 
Americans,  as  well  as  the  1989  Oprah 
Winfrey  Prime  Time  Special  "No  One  Dies 
Alone." 

A  regular  panelist  on  CNN's  'Capital 
Gang  Sunday'  and  guest  commentator  on 
National  Public  Radio,  'The  NewsHour  with 
Jim  Lehrer,'  and  ABC's  'Nightline,'  Williams 
has  proven  his  ability  to  distill  complex  prob- 
lems to  their  fundamental  ingredients  and 
expose  the  issues  behind  the  jargon  and 
rhetoric.  His  expertise  on  Washington  poli- 
tics has  earned  him  the  respect  of  conserva- 
tives and  liberals  alike,  and  his  articles  are 
featured  in  publications  embracing  the  entire 
spectrum  of  political  thought,  from  Fortune 
and  The  New  Republic,  to  Ebony  and  The 
Atlantic. 

A  graduate  of  Haverford  College, 
Williams  holds  honorary  doctorates  form 
Wilmington  College  and  the  State  University 
of  New  York.  He  serves  on  the  boards  of 
Haverford  College  and  the  Washinton

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Student  website  stirs 
campus  community 


Students  consistently  find  new  ways 
to  express  their  views  and  practice  their  first 
amendment  rights.  Recently  a  group  of  FSC 
students  developed  a  web  page  with  student 
voice  in  mind  called  Amendment  One.  Here 
students  can  rate  their  professors,  sell,  buy 
and  trade  class  books  with  other  students,  or 
look  up  information  on  how  to  deal  with  com- 
mon Residence  Life,  Parking,  and  FalconNet 
problems. 

Amendment  One  has  been  in  devel- 
opment for  several  months  and  was 
launched  just  a  few  weeks  ago.  Since  its 
launch  it  has  obtained  over  300  hits.  The  cre- 
ators expect  it  to  become  a  useful  student 
tool  in  the  near  future. 

The  faculty  rating  system  is  already 
causing  campus  controversy.  Like  end-of- 
semester  bubble  sheet  evaluations,  the  web 
site  rating  system  evaluates  faculty  mem- 
bers. The  difference  is  that  Amendment 
One's  system  was  created  as  a  student  ref- 
erence, not  an  administrative  one.  Students 
can  refer  to  the  site  when  choosing  which 
classes  to  take. 

Potential  negative  backlash  from  fac- 
ulty toward  the  rating  system  is  anticipated. 
Since  all  faculty  members  will  have  a  stu- 
dent-defined rating,  some  individual  public 
images  may  be  tainted.  George  Bohrer, 
communications  professor  commented  on 
the  rating  system.  He  said,  "It  makes  infor- 
mation available  to  students  so  that  their 


decisions  of  course  selection  can  be  more 
informed.  Students  should  also  not  depend 
solely  on  site  reviews,  but  should  seek  out 
from  varied  sources  opinions  about  profes- 
sors they  are  considering."  The  Point  ques- 
tioned Erick  Carpenter,  one  of  Amendment 
One's  creators,  on  how  he'd  respond  to  neg- 
ative faculty  repercussions.  He  said,  "If  they 
[the  faculty]  are  going  to  blame  me,  for  how 
the  student  body  feels  about  them,  they're 
not  worth  my  consideration." 

Tullio  Nieman,  student  activities 
head,  commented  on  the  rating  system.  He 
said,  "I  haven't  seen  it.  If  it's  used  in  a  pro- 
active manner,  and  adequately  measures 
student  body  feelings  toward  faculty  mem- 
bers, then  it  should  be  taken  seriously." 
Currently  the  list  only  contains  238  faculty 
members,  but  will  be  complete  soon.
